Dad fighting for 
life after attack

A 61-year-old man is still fighting for 
his life in hospital after allegedly being 
assaulted in Northampton town cen¬ 
tre while walking home with his son in 
the early hours of Sunday morning.

He entered no plea. 

He was remanded in custody and 
is due to appear at Northampton 
Crown Court on September 3 for a 
preliminary hearing.

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Generation Z is living life in the fast lane 


REPORTER Lawrence John talks to the 
Univeristy of Northampton’s social 
media expert, Emma Rose, on what 
we can learn from ‘Generation Z’ 



In Paul Simon’s song The Boy in the 
Bubble, there is a line which states: 
‘Every generation throws a hero up 
the pop charts.’ 

It is a reference to the youth of the 
day buying records and sending the 
band or singer rocketing to the top 
spot. 

But young people today, known as 
Generation Z (born between 1995 
and the present day), would achieve 
this by downloading the song and 
spreading the word via social 
media. 

This is the first generation on the 
planet to have been born into and 
living in what can be called the 
‘social media revolution’. 

They communicate on different 
platforms via social media includ¬ 
ing Snapchat, Whisper and Twitch. 

Another popular way of talking via 
social media is by using emojis 
(left). 

Using no words, they provide just 
symbols to convey how they are 
feeling and what they are thinking. 

So you have to be able to read 


these icons and symbols to under¬ 
stand what is being said. If you 
don’t get it then you’re out of the 
loop. 

It is a separation of the tribes, 
young from old. 

It gives Generation Z freedom to 
talk separately from Generation X 
who may feel like they are looking 
at nothing more than hieroglyphics. 

If you take on board the profile of 
Generation Z it states they: Have an 
attention span of eight seconds, 
check social media within an hour 
of waking up and spend three per 
cent of their time on a telephone 
having a conversation. 

The aim appears to be taking 
communication and breaking it 
down to symbols or seconds worth 
of video - why speak when you can 
symbolise or film a glimpse. 

A social divide is being born. Can 
previous generations cross the great 
divide or will they be left stranded. 

How can we learn to catch up? 

Social media expert at the 
University of Northampton, Emma 
Rose, said what we are witnessing is 
the ‘internet of things’. 

This is where businesses and 
people are using the internet to 
connect in a way not achieved 
before in social history. 

She said: “Some young people are 
showing us how things could be. 

“Their skills are developing much 
faster than ever. 

“When it comes to communica¬ 
tion they are doing it faster. 

“They are developing different 
skills and this is just human nature 


changing. Young people then 
become part of a new tribe, a tribe 
which communicates amongst 
themselves on different issues. 

“Life experiences are happening 
online. 

“We need to evaluate what is being 
learnt by young people and what is 
being lost.” 

What is changing is what young 
people consider to be valuable. 

Born in the late 20th/early 21st 
century, will they still see university 
as the place to go when they can get 
an education online? 

Emma said one of the first to 


unwittingly realise this was the 
Open University. 

She said: “The Open University 
was way ahead of its time, maybe 
without realising it. 

“Nowadays universities are offer¬ 
ing long distance learning online. 

“They are using their skills in a 
different way and making technolo¬ 
gy work for them. 

“This is just the future happening 
so much more quickly. 

“Everything has been speeded up 
and their skills are developing so 
much quicker and becoming more 
valuable.”

Facebook picture 
sees cops resign

Two Northamptonshire 
Police special constables 
resigned after a picture of 
them in a ‘compromising 
position’ was posted on 
Facebook. 

It has been revealed that the 
county force was one of those 
across England and Wales to 
have to deal with complaints 
about either civilian employ¬ 
ees, police officers or special 
constables breaking social 
media guidelines. 

Richard Edmondson, head 
of news and communica¬ 
tions, said: “Social media is 


used by a number of police 
officers, staff and depart¬ 
ments who are employed by 
and volunteer for 
Northamptonshire Police 
and the Office of the 
Northamptonshire Police 
and Crime Commissioner. 

“It is used as a platform to 
reinforce core priorities, 
engage with communities, 
identify concerns and emerg¬ 
ing issues and post news 
releases and appeals for 
information. 

“Everyone who uses social 
media is required to abide by 
a very clear and in-depth 
social media policy drawn up 
in conjunction with input 


from senior officers, our 
Professional Standards 
Department (PSD), the Police 
Federation and Unison.” 

He added: “It wouldn’t be 
appropriate for us to discuss 
specific individuals, howev¬ 
er, our PSD department does 
take disciplinary action when 
our officers and staff fail to 
meet the standards, includ¬ 
ing in the use of social 
media.” 

There were 828 such cases 
reported in England and 
Wales in the past five years. 

While 14 per cent resulted in 
no further action, one in 10 
ended in resignation, 
dismissal or retirement.

Shop hit hard 
by roadworks

An independent mens- 
wear store in Northamp¬ 
ton town centre is blam¬ 
ing ongoing roadworks 
being carried out at a 
busy junction for the 
shop losing trade. 

Montague Jeffery, 
which has been running 
for 114 years, has seen a 
drop in footfall in the 
Derngate area since work 
began at the nearby 
Bedford Road junction 
with Victoria Promenade. 

Patrick Leonard, the 
‘Made to Measure’ man¬ 
ager at the store, said 
although he understands 
there is a long term gain 
from the roadworks, he 
fears for what is happen¬ 
ing in the present. 

Mr Leonard said: 
“There is no question 
that the roadworks are 
having an impact on our 
shop. 

“It is not only affecting 
us, but also a lot of other 


businesses in the area - 
which are also suffering 
a loss in trade. 

“Here at Montague 
Jeffery, we are noticing a 
lot of customers coming 
in late, flustered and 
unhappy because of the 
roadworks. 

“I fully appreciate that 
these roadworks have got 
to be done, I don’t deny 
that for one moment. 

“This is for the benefit 
of the town in the long 
term. It is a short term 
loss for a long term gain. 

“However, at the 
moment all of us in this 
part of the town are 
suffering a trade deficit 
unquestionably, and this 
is concerning.” 

Mr Leonard is now call¬ 
ing on the council for 
compensation. 

He added: “People are 
now choosing to go to 
places like Milton Keynes 
instead, because of the 
roadworks here. 

“The perception is that 
Northampton is not a 


shopper friendly envi¬ 
ronment at the moment.” 

A spokesman for North¬ 
amptonshire County 
Council said: “The work 
is the latest component 
in a whole raft of work 
that is taking place 
across the town to help 
boost economic growth. 

“We’ve done everything 
we can to minimise 
disruption to everyone 
while the work is taking 
place, following the stat¬ 
utory guidelines that 
state that we must 
reasonably maintain 
access to all premises 
situated on or adjacent to 
the road.” 

He added: “When the 
work’s done not only will 
the enhancement make 
this a very attractive 
entrance to the town but 
it will also reduce 
congestion. 

“Most of all though this 
is helping remove poten¬ 
tial barriers to the regen¬ 
eration of Northampton 
town centre.”

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Missed collection 
sees bins overspill

A resident has been left ‘frustrated and 
angry' after his repeated calls to a council to 
take away rubbish left outside his flat fell on 
deaf ears for nearly a week. 

The pensioner, who does not want to be 
named, was appalled after two bin collections 
were missed last week leaving him and his 
fellow residents with overflowing bins and 
black bags littering the communal areas and 
paths. 

One collection should have taken 
away the ‘black bin waste’ while 
another would have removed the 
recycling. 

The OAP, who lives in Crestline 
Court, off Goldings Road, in 
Northampton, said: “The rubbish is 
usually collected on a Saturday and a 
few days later the recycling bins are 
emptied. But for nearly a week I did not see 
a refuse lorry come on to the estate. 

“It was obvious to everyone, the rubbish was 
piled all around. Bags had been dumped in 
the hallway to the flats and were even being 
kept in the foyer. 

“The rubbish should have been collected on 
Saturday, August 9 but nothing happened. 

“A few days later the recycling should have 
been taken away but again nothing. 

“I rang Northampton Borough Council on 
Monday, August 11 but no one got back to me. 

“I waited until Wednesday and then rang 
again and still nothing happened. 

“The longer this went on, in my mind the 


bigger the health hazard it became.” The resi¬ 
dent claimed it was not just his block of flats 
where the rubbish was not collected. He said 
there were another three also waiting for the 
waste to be picked up. 

The problem for the residents was that once 
the communal bins were full there was 
nowhere else to put the rubbish - meaning 
the only option was to pile the bags by the 
large bins. 

The man added: “To be polite I have been 
rather frustrated and angry. I have called the 
council but they seem to have ignored 
me and nobody I spoke to got back to 
me.” 

When the Northants Herald & Post 
contacted the OAP on Monday he 
said a refuse lorry arrived on 
Saturday, August 16 to remove some 
of the waste but it did not take all 
the recyclable items. 

In a statement Councillor Mike 
Hallam, Northampton Borough Council’s 
cabinet member for environment, said the 
number of communal bins for the flats would 
be increased. 

He said: “People living in the flats in 
Crestline Court have been recycling more and 
more, which is great news as we see less waste 
going to landfill. 

“The bin they have been using has been 
filled almost as quickly as we empty it, so we 
have added two more large communal bins to 
help residents dispose of their recycling. 

“Unfortunately it seems that there has also 
been some flytipping in the area and we will 
be cleaning that up in the next few days.”

The 
owner was a white 
man, in his mid-20s, 
5ft 8in, thin with a 
pale complexion. He 
had shoulder- 
length brown hair 
and was wearing a 
hoodie and jeans.

Save our heritage and 
don’t sell goods shed 

First Northampton Borough Council 
sell off the Sekhemka statue with the 
result that the town’s museums have 
lost their accreditation status and 
now Northamptonshire County 
Council (NCC) wants to sell off a 
major part of Rushden town’s 
heritage. 

One hundred years ago Rushden 
was a thriving town with 60+ shoe 
factories. Sadly now nearly all have 
closed. The railway line, station and 
goods shed were built and the town 


grew because of this shoe trade. The 
‘goods shed’ is almost the last 
remaining piece of this history and 
needs to be preserved to keep the 
identity of the town. 

Rushden Historical Transport 
Society (RHTS) would like to buy this 
site. They would preserve it and 
create a great visitor attraction for 
the town centre. The town will need 
to provide something more than 
shops when The Lakes development 
is operational. 

The RHTS have offered a fair price 
to NCC but this has been rejected on 
the grounds it has to get the best 
price it can for the county’s resi¬ 
dents. Does it not realise there is 


more to be done for the county than 
purely short term financial gain. The 
local council has the site in its 
conservation area and understands 
the prospect of such an attraction 
but NCC is riding roughshod over the 
local council and ignoring this. 

Please don’t let developers move in 
and demolish yet another historic 
building in our town. The goods shed 
is unusually large for the size of the 
station and very close to the town 
centre and as such is fairly unique. 

The RHTS have a proven track 
record of preserving our heritage, the 
former station and short piece of 
track are testament to this. They 
have just purchased one of the last 
remaining Midland Line signal boxes 
and been acclaimed for this. 

So come on NCC play fair with 
Rushden and sell the ‘goods shed’ to 
the society so they can preserve our 
heritage for future generations to 
enjoy.

River wildlife 
nets jackpot

Amphibians and reptiles living 
along the River Nene are sure to 
be celebrating after receiving 
funding worth more than 
£400,000 to conserve their 
habitats. 

Froglife, a wildlife conservation 
charity, has received a grant of 
£472,400 from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund (HLF) for its River 
Nene Dragon Finder project. 

Over the next four and a half 
years, people who live alongside 
the waterway will be brought 
together to work on improving, 
restoring and creating more than 


150 habitat sites for wildlife. A 
recent assessment of European 
species carried out by the IUCN 
(International Union of 
Conservation of Nature) found 
that 59 per cent of amphibians 
and 42 per cent of reptile species 
are in decline. 

The main threat is habitat loss 
and disease. Over the last 50 
years one third of the ponds in 
the UK have disappeared. 

Residents and visitors will be 
able to take part in habitat 
management and species identi¬ 
fication and monitoring. 

The Nene runs through North¬ 
amptonshire as well as 
Cambridgeshire and Lincoln¬ 
shire.

Help ‘Gl Joey’ in his 
battle to find donor

A mother is fighting for her 
one-year-old baby boy. 

Kaisha Morris, from 
Northampton, is doing every¬ 
thing she can to try to save 
the life of JoeyZiadi who has a 
rare blood disorder. 

He has a condition where his 
body is unable to produce red 
blood cells and he is forced to 
have blood transfusions every 
three to four weeks. 

Joey’s condition is so rare 
there are only 150 known 
cases in the UK and 600 in the 
world. 

On Saturday, Kaisha held a 
bone marrow donation drive 
during the Northampton 
Balloon Festival at Billing 
Aquadrome. 

She was assisted by the 
Anthony Nolan Bone Marrow 
Trust in taking swabs from 
people in order to get them 
tested to see if they could be a 


match for her tot, nicknamed 
GI Joey. 

Kaisha said: “On Saturday 
we had 350 people aged 
between 16 to 30 years old 
join the bone marrow 
donation register. 

“I also handed out 2,000 
leaflets to people who 
expressed an interest in 
wanting to become a donor. 

“The chance of me finding a 
match for Joey from that one 
day are about one in 50,000. 

“The fact there is a chance is 
the reason I did it, I have to do 
everything I can. 

“I am positive someone will 
come through as a match for 
him. 

“I would go to the ends of 
the earth to find a match for 
Joey.”

FORAGING - the art of getting food for 
free is fun. And no, we’re not talking 
about rummaging through other 
people’s dustbins in search of ‘past 
their sell-by date’ packets of cheese. 

It’s a tradition that is as old as the hills 
- or at least, for as long as there has 
been life on this planet. 

Admittedly, roaming the highways 
and byways in search of free food 
is not without an element of risk but 
as long as you stick to collecting 
things that you recognise and 
know are safe to eat, and as long 
as you don’t trespass on someone 
else’s property in your quest to 
nab the juciest of blackberries, you 


can have a great family day out. 

Anyone can forage for food; all you need 
is a hedgerow, some woods or even a wild 
corner of a town centre park to explore. 
While there are plenty of possibilities for 
creating a five course gourmet menu from 
food that has been foraged, unless you are 
some kind of Bear Grylls or Hugh Fearnley- 
Whittingstall, it’s probably best to leave 
rabbit slaying, mushroom collecting and 
even nettle picking (packed with vitamin C 
though the little stingers are) well alone. 

So as shop-bought strawberries, flown in 
from half way across the world, start to get 
woody and raspberries go mushy and the 
price of both start to skyrocket, now is the 
time to turn your attentions to some of our

home-grown native berries. Here are a few 
to look out for and some suggestions as to 
what to do with them. 

The Great British hedgerow is studded with 
ripe produce in late summer whether you’re 
looking to fill jam jars or bake an enviable 
pud. Look out for these beautiful berries: 
Red, tapered rosehips hang in clusters 
from hedgerows and scrub like Chinese 
lanterns. Containing 20 times more vitamin 
C than oranges, rosehips have historically 
been used as a cold preventative and sore 
throat remedy. As well as their medicinal 
properties, the berries can be stewed to 
make jam or softened to fill pie crusts. 
Remember to remove the seeds from 
inside- although pranksters might want to 
utilise the tiny hairs to make itching powder! 
Sprays of small, dark, red-black elderberries 
are easily found in woodland and 
hedgerows. The fruit is tart and versatile, 
and can be glazed over bread as a 
preserve, or fermented with yeast and 
sugar to make a wine perfect for enjoying 
indoors as the evenings draw in. 

The raspberry’s darker cousin, blackberries 
turn from green to juicy purple as the 
seasons change. Take care when 
harvesting the fruit from their prickly 
brambles. Blackberries are often found 
beside country lanes and footpaths, and 


are best when stirred with apples and 
cinnamon baked under a crumble topping. 
Sloes are praised among gin fans for 
creating a deliciously potent drink when 
steeped. The fruit of the blackthorn bush, 
they commonly grow next to fields and 
open park spaces. Although it might be 
easy to be eager when picking, it is best 
to wait until after the first frost to allow the 
sloes to ripen. If the weather is mild, hold off 
harvesting until November and put them in 
the freezer. 

If you fancy making a really delicious tipple 
to pass round at Christmas or to give as a 
prettily-bottled, home-brewed present, this 
is perfect. 

Sloe gin has been made all over the British 
Isles for centuries and while it has acquired 
a bit of mystery around the ways of making 
it all you basically need is three ingredients - 
and patience. 



You can’t hurry the distilling process but 
it’s not a laborious task. There’s no cooking 
required, just be prepared to wait a while 
as the sloes steep in the gin. 

Ingredients 

•450g/llb sloes 
•225g/8oz caster sugar 
• 1 litre/1 % pint gin 

Preparation method 

1. Prick the tough skin of the sloes all over with a 
clean needle and put in a large sterilised jar. 

2. Pour in the sugar and the gin, seal 
tightly and shake well. 

3. Store in a cool, dark 
cupboard and shake every 
other day for a week. Then 
shake once a week for at 
least two months. 

4. Strain the sloe gin 
muslin into a sterilise 
Top Tip: rather than 
laboriously pricking 
each sloe, freeze 
them for 24 hours; 
they will then split 
when they defrost 
in gin. Job done!

Saints have achieved record turnover 
after announcing their latest set of finan¬ 
cial results. 

Following last season’s Premiership 
and Amlin Challenge Cup double win¬ 
ning success, the club has declared a pre¬ 
tax profit of £356,329 on a turnover of 
£14.897 million. 

The results were underpinned by an 
impressive £1.5 million rise in turnover, 
with commercial and rugby-related 
income such as ticket and merchandise 
sales both increasing dramatically on 
2013. 

This rise in turnover allowed the Saints 
board of directors to increase investment 
in the club’s playing squad by £550,000 
and spend an additional six-figure sum 
supporting the Saints Academy. 

The club also wrote down £290,258 of 
the net book value (NBV) of the Sturtridge 
Pavilion - representing 50 percent of the 
total NBV - in preparation for the build¬ 
ing of the new Barwell Stand in the sum¬ 
mer of 2015. 

“We have had an unforgettable year, 
both on and off the pitch,” said chief 
executive Allan Robson. 

“Seeing the team lift two trophies in the 
space of eight days will live forever in the 
minds of players, coaches, staff, sponsors 
and supporters alike. And financially we 
have had an unprecedented 12 months, 
growing commercial and rugby income 
by 11.6 percent. 

“In professional sport success on the 
field is dependent on strong levels of 
financial input, and at a self-sustaining 
club like the Saints bringing home tro¬ 
phies in turn has a positive impact on the 
commercial side of the organisation. 

“This additional income can then be re¬ 
invested in the playing effort, which can 
then yield continued good results. 

“On the field the first team has reached 
nine cup finals in seven years, winning 
half of them. Meanwhile the Wanderers 
reached the Aviva A’ League final last 
year and the U18s won the Premiership 
Rugby Academies League. 

“We are also producing more age group 
internationals than any other Aviva 
Premiership club and have record num¬ 
bers of players representing us with their 
countries. 

“Long-term success takes time to build, 
and we believe that we’re in a virtuous 
cycle that will keep us at the top of 
English rugby.” 


Middlebrook bemoans low

“200-210 wasn’t enough to 
defend especially with their bat¬ 
ting line-up with Riki Wessels bat¬ 
ting at six who is a clean striker of 
the ball and obviously Hales is 
pretty decent too. 

“I thought our seamers were out¬ 
standing in this game - any time 
you asked them to bowl they never 
shirked, they got up and really 
tried but we just fell a bit short.” 

That Northants were able to be 
more competitive than they have

been for most of the season was 
down in no small part to the con¬ 
tinued good form of Adam 
Rossington. 

The 21-year-old on loan from 
Middlesex made his first century 
in the County Championship with 
103 in the first innings before he 
backed that up with another 80 in 
the second. 

Notts wobbled again with victo¬ 
ry in sight as James Taylor and 
Samit Patel fell in quick succes¬ 
sion and had Andrew Hall not 
dropped Hales on 88, the finish 
could have been more tense for 
the visitors. 

Middlebrook said: “That would 
have been them six down with 40 


to win and that would have put 
the cat amongst the pigeons. 

“It’s all ifs and huts this game 
and they’re the one-per-centers 
that I speak about as acting cap¬ 
tain and I just felt that we missed 
some chances. 

“I feel performances have 
improved in recent weeks 
although we’re still getting out in 
silly ways when batting and we 
could have done with a few more 
runs on the board in our first 
innings. 

“But on a good wicket against a 
strong seam attack I thought we 
played pretty well and we bowled 
well but they just had a bit of an 
edge on us with their batting.”

Northampton Town boss 
Chris Wilder has revealed that 
midfielder Ian Morris will be 
out for the remainder of the 
season with a knee injury. 

The manager delivered the 
bleak prognosis after Tuesday 
night’s 2-0 League Two defeat 
at Portsmouth - the first time 
the Cobblers have been beaten 
this season. 

“Ian twisted his knee in train¬ 
ing on Monday and it looks like 
he will be out for the season,” 
said Wilder. 

“It’s a really bad one for Ian 
and it’s not been a great couple 
of days for us. We had to aban¬ 
don training when it happened 
and I don’t know if that affect¬ 
ed the boys tonight. 

“In all my years as a manager 
and as a player I’ve never seen 
anything quite like it. 

“It was something that 
couldn’t be helped, we want 
players to be competitive in 
training and our best wishes go 
to Ian for his recovery. 

“With Ian out long-term and 
Darren Carter out for two to 
four weeks we need to strength¬ 
en the squad and we are work¬ 
ing hard to do that. 

“I’d like to bring two players 
in and I’m sure the chairman 


will give us the backing to do 
that.” 

Wilder became the second 
opposition manager in four 
days to tip Portsmouth for pro¬ 
motion after his Northampton 
side were swept aside at Fratton 
Park. 

First half goals from Jed 
Wallace and summer signing 
Craig Westcarr propelled 
Pompey into fourth place in 
the division. 

After Cambridge boss Richard 
Money talked up the south 
coast club’s title chances on 
Saturday, Wilder said: “We’ve 
been deservedly beaten by a 
Pompey side I firmly believe 
will be challenging for the 
league title. 

“Andy Awford has assembled 
a very strong squad here - 
many players are above League 
Two standard - and he is able 
to alternate his personnel. 

“We were better in the second 
half and created a couple of 
half-chances, but I’ve no com¬ 
plaints.” 

Wallace rounded off a fine 
team move to give Pompey a 
26th minute lead before 
Westcarr sealed the points 
with his maiden goal for the 
club six minutes before half¬ 
time. 

Manager Awford said: “This 
was a very good result, our 
toughest test so far, because 
Northampton are a good well- 


organised side who I fully 
expect to be up there challeng¬ 
ing.” 

Meanwhile, Wilder has said 
that he isn’t afraid to alter his 
formation and tactics in 
League Two this season. 

The boss has tinkered with 
the formation of his side in all 
four games so far this year, and 
said having that flexibility was 
crucial to avoid becoming pre¬ 
dictable. 

“You can’t be rigid about your 
formation and how you set up, 
we have to be fie xible in our 
approach before and during 
games,” he said. 

“We’ve played various forma¬ 
tions already but the same 
principles apply, we want to be 
tight defensively, we don’t want 
to give a lot away and we want 
to be on the front foot going 
forward. 

“Some teams will be known 
as 4-4-2 throughout the sea¬ 
son. They’ll say they get the 
consistency in performances 
but there are times where you 
can chuck a system on, catch 
teams off guard and surprise 
them. 

“We’ll approach each game 
on its own merits. I feel varia¬ 
tion of systems and players’ 
tactical nous is important. We 
feel we’ve got intelligent play¬ 
ers and that whatever system 
we play, we still want to play 
the same way.” 



Opinion: Defeat to Portsmouth a reality check for Town

for the Cobblers which featured three away 
games against Wolves , York and Portsmouth. 

Northampton’s 2-0 defeat to Portsmouth on 
Tuesday night finished off a frenetic seven 
days for the Cobblers that saw Chris Wilder’s 
side fit in three away matches. First up was 
the previous Tuesday’s 3-2 victory over Wolves 
in the League Cup at Molineux which was fol¬ 
lowed by a good 1-1 draw at York and then the 
reverse at Fratton Park. 

Northampton added Kenny Jackett’s Wolves 
to their ever growing list of League Cup scalps 
under floodlights thanks to an Ivan Toney 
header sandwiched between two goals from 
recent signing Lawson D’Ath. D’Ath invader 
Lawson gave Wolves a taste of the dark side 
with a fifty-eighth minute drive while his sev¬ 
enty-fourth minute looping header won the 
game after Nouha Dicko and Sam Ricketts had 
rallied for Wolves. 

The Cobblers were rewarded with a trip to 
Championship high fliers Bournemouth in 
round two while the jubilant shoe army set 
their sights on York City in last Saturday’s 
League Two clash. 

A healthy contingent of 581 Cobblers fans 
made their way to Bootham Crescent to see if 


their side could 
maintain their 
unbeaten start 
against Nigel 
Worthington’s outfit. 

Northampton had 
begun last season 
with defeat to York, 
with City going on to 
do the double over 
the Cobblers, and it 
seemed that this 
year’s trip to the 
Minstermen would 
end in misery as 
Anthony Straker’s 
sixty-seventh min¬ 
ute corner found a 
free route into the 
Northampton net. 

Previously, Toney, 
the Cobblers’ rapid 
striker, had been 
booked for simula¬ 
tion when brought down by last man John 
McCombe, a player not noted for well-timed 
tackles. 

Yet Marc Richards showed the fine margins 
in League Two with a superb ninetieth minute 
free-kick that wrestled a point Northampton’s 
way. The striker, in his second spell with the 
club, highlighted the poise and technique that 
caught Chris Wilder’s eye with a low curling 
right footed free-kick that had Jason Mooney 
flapping. 


In truth, the draw was a tad harsh on 
Worthington’s well drilled City side and threw 
up questions as to the effectiveness of Cobblers’ 
3-5-2 formation, especially one shorn of Chris 
Hackett and Kaid Mohamed. The loss of Darren 
Carter with a tight hamstring was a blow going 
into the Portsmouth game with the Cobblers 
needing their experienced players for the 
Fratton Park cauldron. 

Distressingly, Ian Morris sustained a dislo¬ 
cated kneecap in training before the Cobblers 
set out for the south coast leaving them severe¬ 


ly depleted in central midfield. 

This led to Wilder adopting a modified 4-4-2 
with Kaid Mohamed on the right wing and 
Evan Horwood on the left. Northampton 
lacked the vitality of their hosts however and 
found themselves behind on twenty-six min¬ 
utes as Jed Wallace slotted home after Daniel 
Alfei was robbed by Nicky Shorey. 

Former Kettering man Craig Westcarr added 
insult to injury on thirty-nine minutes as the 
forward beat the visitors’ offside trap to finish 
confidently past Matt Duke. 

Despite battling gamely, the Cobblers never 
looked like forcing an equaliser and received a 
reality check from Andy Awford’s impressive 
Pompey side. Whether Wilder can stick with 
novice Daniel Alfei who has made serious 
errors in two successive matches is open to 
question. 

So too, Northampton’s threat as an attacking 
force with Town struggling to score in open 
play in the league. Cobblers’ gaffer Wilder has 
admitted his squad requires two new players 
and Sixfields regulars will be hoping that 
someone of John Marquis’ class is announced 
in the coming days. 

Whatever the case, September’s fixture list 
will make easier reading than August’s with 
winnable matches against Newport County, 
Hartlepool United and Accrington Stanley in 
the offing. First up though is the small matter 
of well fancied Shrewsbury Town at home and 
then Bournemouth away in the Capital One 
Cup as the Cobblers’ breathless start to the 
season continues apace.
